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DETAILED ACTION 



Application status 

The preliminary amendment to claims filed on 07/14/2006 is acknowledged, 
wherein Applicants have canceled claims 1-20, and added claims 21-39. Claims 21-39 
are pending in the instant application. 



Election/Restrictions 

Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 
elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 



Group I, claims 21-33, drawn to a method for preparing a specific recombinant protein, 
said method being carried out by overexpression of the gene encoding for this specific 
protein in a monokaryotic strain of filamentous fungi of the species Pycnoporus of the 
basidiomycete group, and comprises: a stage of culturing the abovementioned 
monokaryotic strain of Pycnoporus, said strain being transformed using an expression 
vector containing the gene encoding for the specific recombinant protein, the expression 
of which is placed under the control of a promoter corresponding to an endogenous 
promoter of the abovementioned fungi, or of a different promoter (also designated 
exogenous promoter), said promoter being constitutive or inducible, - if appropriate a 
stage of induction of the abovementioned promoter, when the latter is inducible, - the 
recovery, and, if appropriate, the purification of the specific recombinant protein, 
produced in the culture medium. 

Group II, claims 34-39, drawn to a nucleotide sequence encoding for the pLac promoter 
of the endogenous laccase of Pycnoporus cinnabarinus, and corresponding to the 
sequence SEQ ID NO: 3, or any sequence Iderived from this promoter by substitution, 
addition or suppression of one or more nucleotides and retaining the property of being a 
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promoter of the expression of sequences; an expression vector comprising said 
nucleotide sequence; and a host cell comprising said expression vector. 

This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species: recombinant proteins as listed in claims 25 and 37. 

The species are independent or distinct because these recombinant proteins 
represent structurally different amino acid sequences. Therefore, where structural 
identity is required, such as for hybridization or expression, the different sequences 
have different effects. 

These claims will be examined to the extent they read upon the elected species. 
Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, claims 21-39 are generic. 

Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification 
of the species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims 
readable thereon, including any claims subsequently added. An argument that a claim 
is allowable or that all claims are generic is considered nonresponsive unless 
accompanied by an election. 

Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to consideration 
of claims to additional species which depend from or otherwise require all the limitations 
of an allowable generic claim as provided by 37 CFR 1.141. If claims are added after 
the election, applicant must indicate which are readable upon the elected species. 
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The inventions listed as Groups l-ll do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: Where a group of 
inventions is claimed in an application, the requirement of unity of invention shall be 
fulfilled only when there is a technical relationship among those inventions involving one 
or more of the same or corresponding special technical features. The expression 
"special technical features" shall mean those technical features that define a 
contribution which each of the claimed inventions, considered as a whole, makes over 
the prior art. Lomascolo et al. ("Overproduction of laccase by a monokaryotic strain of 
Pycnoporus cinnabarinus using ethanol as inducer," JOURNAL OF APPLIED 
MICROBIOLOGY, Vol. 94, No. 4, 2003, pages 618-624, see IDS) teach a method for 
preparing endogenous laccase from Pycnoporus cinnabarinus, the said method being 
performed by overexpression of the encoding gene for this protein in a monokaryotic 
strain of filamentous fungi of P. cinnabarinus and comprises: - a step for cultivating this 
monokaryotic strain containing the encoding gene for endogenous laccase, the 
expression of which is under the control of the endogenous promoter, - a step for 
inducing the above-mentioned promoter by adding ethanol, and - the recovery of the 
laccase, which anticipates claim 21, and thus, the shared technical feature of the groups 
is not a "special technical feature", unity of invention between the groups does not exist. 
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Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include an election of the invention to be examined even though the requirement be 
traversed (37 CFR 1.143). 

Because these inventions are unrelated and distinct for the reasons given above, 
have acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, and 
the literature and sequence searches required for each of the Group is not required for 
another thereby presenting a search burden on the Examiner, restriction for 
examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include an election of the invention to be examined even though the requirement be 
traversed (37 CFR 1.143). 

Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected 
invention, the inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .48(b) if one 
or more of the currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim 
remaining in the application.
